RED PROPAGANDA 


A new form of Communist pro- 
paganda about China is being broad. 
cast in the United States. ‘This is to 
the effect that, in reality, the Com- 
munists are out to oppose Japanese 
imperialism and that Mao Tee-tung’s 
recent advance into Shansi was with 
the objective of reaching the north- 
east and attempting to drive the 
Japanese out of that part of the 
country, This is ingenfous but un- 
fortunately it lacks any foundation 
{in truth, ‘The Communist leaders are 
not anxious to commit suicide. Mao 
‘fee-tung’s campaign in Shansi—now 
fortunately proved to be unsuccessful 
—was probably inspired by a desire 
to reach richer regions than the pov- 
erty-stricken border of Kansu and 
‘Shensi upon which he had been so 
long encamped. ‘There was also 
severe pressure from something like 
85,000 Government and provincial 
troops being brought to bear on the 
‘Communist stronghold, and Mav took 
‘advantage of a strango tactical error 
by the Government commanders, 10 
cross the Yellow River into Shansi. 
Both pressure and error _ com 
bined to give the motive for the 
invasion of Shansi, Interpretation of 
the rout of the Reds in Klangsl, 
through part of | Kwangsi, through 
Hunan “and Kwelchow, __north- 
‘ward through Yunnan and’ Szechuen, 
‘and finally acrosg Shensi into Shansi, 
as a planned campaign against 
Japanese in the extreme north-east, 
|s incompatible with an intelligent 
study of the movements of the Com- 
munists from the time that General 
Chiong Kal-shek drove them from 
their original lair.

LOSS TO MEDICINE 


Shanghai has suffered two great 
losses by the deaths of Dr. J. W. 
Jackson and Dr, C. Bennett, both of 
whom passed “away in ‘England. 
Although Dr. Jackson left Shanghai 
for Home fifteen years ago, he will 
Jong be remembered as senior part- 
ner_of the “J” firm. He practised 
in Shanghai. 22 years but in spite of 
the pressure of work he found time 
to associate himself with the com- 
munity's needs, serving as a Gover- 
nor of the Shanghai General Hospital 
and also willingly placing his ser- 
vices at the disposal of the Municipal 
‘Council in dealing with problems of 
public health. Dr. Bennett, who was 
Medical Superintendent and’ Secretary 
‘of the Shanghai General Hospi 
since 1927, was another member cf 
the medical profession whose memory 
‘will long be honoured for in addi- 
tion to his arduous duties at the 
Hospital, with its daily burden of 
sorrows’ and tragedies and human 
is, he was able to practise many 
kindnesses in a quiet and inobtrusive 
manner among the many unfortu- 











nates whom he encountered. While 
there will be general regret at his 
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demise there will also be many men 
end women who seeretly cherish 
the knowledge of his kindly nid and 
moum bis passing. Both these men 
helped to serve the community ir 
their different ways and thelr name, 
will long be remembered,

“EXTRAORDINARY” 


‘The London correspondent of this 
journal ‘gallantly drew the attention 
‘of the “Morning Post” to recent ob- 
servations in this column regarding 
the difficulty of inducing the General 
Post Office to give “intelligent ee 
‘ognition” to the fact that the quicke 
route for the transmission of c¢ 
spondence from England to Shanghai 
is by way of Siberia. He also mildly 
‘observed that the air-mail was out- 
stripped by the Siberian route by as 
much as fve days. This. brought 
down on his head a dogmatie denial 
from another reader of the “Morning 
Post” who considered the statements 
fo be “extraordinary” and, referring 
hhim to the Post Office daily Tist on 
the question of Siberia, volunteered 
the remark that, by using the air- 
mail to Hongkong, the Siberian route 
‘could be beaten by five or six days. 
On the frst point it is necessory 10 
repeat that the Post OMice will not 
send letters by way of Siberia utes 
they are so marked “via Siberia’ 
and that is not-an intelligent way of 
hhandlinig the mails, for the Siberian 
route is at present’ quicker than any 
‘other route, The Chinese Post Ome 
Is prepared to exercise its discretion 
in waiving insistence on the super 
seription mentioned. It ix not easy 
fo understand why St. Martin's-le- 
Grand cannot muster a similar eapa- 
cily for fnitiative. Turning to the 
air-mail issue: it is certain that air- 
mails by Singapore eannot beat the 
Siberian route, The new route through 
Hanoi is still ineffective as distressful 
correspondents have pointed out ‘The 
extension of the Imperial Airways 
mail service to Hongkong should 
mathematically enable. Shanghai 10 
receive a lelter from London within 
eight days. That however depends 
fon the air journey from England to 
Hongkong being covered in six days 
and on tho ability of the post office 
in Hongkong immediately to catch an 
‘outgoing Jiner bound for Shanzhal

AUTONOMOUS RULE TO 
BE ABOLISHED 


Sino-Japanese Agreement for 
East Hope: 


‘Poiping, Apr. 29. 

‘The Sino-Japanese conference at 
‘Tientsin has agreed-upon the abolition 
of Mr. Yin Ju-keng’s Autonomous 
Counell in East Hopei. states a report 
recelved here to-day’ from Tienlsin, 
‘adding that an announcement to this 
effect was. made by Gen, Hsin 
Cheng-vin, Mayor of Tientsin. one of 
the Chinese delegates to the conter- 
‘ence. The procedure to be followed 
In abolishing the'Council sat present 
‘under discussion, 

‘The dissolution of Mr. Yin Ju-keng’s 
régime ig understood to have been 
fiemanded by Gen. Sung Cheh-yuan, 
‘chairman of the Hopel-Chathar Poli- 
fieal Coumell, in return for the mili- 
{ary rights conceded the Japanese 
tunder the proposed anti-Communist 
pact, which would include the sta- 
Honing of Fapaneso troops at stratexic 
points along the railways in Hopei 
dnd Charhar, as well as one the hor 
ders of the two provinces—Reuter.

CHINA OBTAINS LEAGUE) 
COUNCIL SEAT 


Strong Opposition Voiced by 
‘France and Italy 


Geneva, Apr. 29. 

‘The question of whether the special 
Couneil seat for China should be for 
fa term of one year or three years 
formed the central theme of dis~ 
cuissions by the Composition Com- 
mittee of the League of Nations 
Counell ‘which terminated its session 
ast night. 

The French delegate, M. Massigli- 
‘and the Italian delegate, Signor Roco, 
were the leading members who 
strongly opposed the proposal to grant| 
China a seat for three years. 

‘After a lengthy debate, a vote was 
taken. which resulted in nine votes 
‘against five in favour of the three- 
year term. 

‘The nations which sald “yes” were 
Great Britain, Soviét Russia, Peru, 
Sweden, Argentina, Lithuania, Austria, 
Tran and China, while the dissenting 
votes were cast by France, Italy, 
‘Spain, Rumania and Poland. 

‘Despite the vote, it was learned that 
the question is not considered 
definitely settied, and another session 
‘will be required. 


Report Adopted 








Later, 
After three hours’ debate, the 
meeting of the Council's Composition 
Committee which was called to con~ 
sider China's demand for a special 
fat in the Council adjourned this 
evening by adopting the report of 
Lord Cocll, the British rapporteur. 

‘The Committee unanimously agreed 
that China. should be re-admitted to) 
the Council, “It was further of the 
opinion that, if the special seat! 
created is for a term of one year 
instead of three years, provisions. 
‘should be made whereby China will 
be entitled to re-eligibility upon the

Asia Represened 
Geneva, Apr. 30. 

‘The deliberations of ‘the League 
Council Composition Committee 
which resulted in the decision to 
propose the creation of a special 
Gounell seat for China for a period 
of three years, were outlined last 
Right in an official communiqué 
issued by the Secretariat of the 
League of Nations. 

“The Committee on Composition,” 
the note says, “decided to propose to 
the Counell to increase to eleven the 
umber of its non-permanent seats. 
‘Phe planned increase would include 
the maintenance of the provisional 
Seat created jn 1093 now held by: 
Portugal, ‘This would bo destined for 
non-European member states not 
belonging to any group of powers. 
‘The second non-permanent seat the 
Committee proposes to create would 
be destined for the countries of the| 
Asiatic Continent and could, in the 
Committee's opinion, be given to| 
China.” 

‘The communiqué adds that two 
trendy of opinion transpired during 
the debate regarding the term for 
whie' the seats should be maintained. 
Some suggested 0 period of one year 
50 26 10 leave the Couneil and’ the| 
‘Assembly full freedom in the event 
‘of a general reform of the Counelt's 
Status in the near future. Others, 
however, whose thesis was finally 
carried by a vote of 9 to 5 with two 
abstaining, expressed themselves in 
favour of a three-year term, which| 
corresponds to, the normal duration 
fof the Council's mandate, “it, being 
tnderstood that the existence of these 
Seats should in no way be an obstacle 
to a reorganization of the Council. 
if it were decided to proceed to such 
yeorgunization before the expiration

CHINA AND SOVIET 
‘TREATY DENIED 


Persistent Japanese Press 
Reports Deplored 


Nanking, Apr. 29. 

Dr, T. T. Li, Director of the 
Inlelligence and Publicity Department 
of the Foreign OMce, in the course of 
press interview this afternoon, de~ 
plored the persistent reports in the 
Japanese press of an alleged secret 
treaty, Between China and Soviet 
Russie, Declaring that such reports 
were absolutely groundless. Dr. Li 
Said that thelr repeated appeerance in 
the Japanese newspapers, in spite of 
Chinese denials, leads to the suspicion 
‘of some wilful purpose. 

“The circulation by the Japanese 
papers,” he added, “of such sensational 
Dut tolally unfounded rumours will in 
no way serve the cause of Sino- 
‘Japanese understanding."—Reuter. 


Secret Pact Again Pented 
‘Tokyo, May 1. 

‘Acting on instructions from Nan- 
king, ‘Mr, Hsu Shih-ying, Chinese 
‘Azmbassedor to Japan. to-day inform- 
‘ed Mr. H. Arita, Foreign Minister, 
hat there was no basis. whatever 
to the press reports of a secret Sino- 
Soviet agreement. 

‘The Chinese diplomat expressed his 
regret at the clreulation of such re- 
ports at a time when the relations 
Between Japan and China are. gra- 
dually improving, and requested Mr. 
‘Arita to take steps to put an end to 
the dissemination of such rumours. 

Mr, Arita, in response, mnformed 
‘Mr. ‘Hsu that China's “extremely 
lukewarm” attitude in protesting 
‘against the conelusion of the Soviet~ 
‘Outer ‘Mongolian mutual assistance 
pact, as well as the general attitude 
bf the Chinese people, were respon- 
Sible for the rumours, and requested 
the Ambassador to call his Govern-

PRINCE TEH DENIES 
INDEPENDENCE 


Nothing“Happening: All Quite 
As Usual 


Peiping, Apr. 30. 
In connection with current rumours 
that Inner Mongolia has declared 
Independence and has established an 
Independent government at Pailing- 
‘miao, with Prince Teh as leader, 
felegram has been received from 
Prince ‘Teh, at Pankiang, giving a cate- 
forlcal denial, Nothing is now hap- 
ening at Pailingmiao and everything 
in Inner Mongolia is proceeding as 
sual, the telegram asserts —Central 
jews. 








Mongols for Autonomy 
Peiping, Apr. 29. 

Prince Teh Wang, Secreiary-General 
‘of the Mongol Local Autonomy Coun- 
cll and the most influential of the 
Inner Mongolian leaders, is preparing 
to establish an independent govern 
ment at Pangiiang, according to re- 
ports from reliable Chinese sources. 
The personnel of the new govern- 
ment already has been decided on, 
the reports state, and its formal pro- 
clamation is expected shortly, Prince 
‘Teh will be chairman, but the only 
‘other Mongol to occupy a high posi- 
tion will be the Minister. of Justice, 
whilst’ Japanese will control the 
Ministries of War, Finance, Educa- 
ton, and Communications. 

No direct confirmation of the re- 
ports Is available, but it is signl- 
Reant that Prince “Teh’s local repré 
sentative, after denying himself to 
Visitors, has entered hospital here, 

Meanwhile, the Japanese military 
authorities, it is learned, have been 
very active in Inner Mongolia. They 
hhave opened military school at 
Changpel, in Charhar, where 600 
Mongol youths between the age of 
15 and 25 are receiving training. A 
considerable number of Japanese 
officers and men are stationed at 
Prince Teh Wang's place near Pan- 
kkiang, while about 100 Jehol Mongols 
helonging to Gen, Li Sha are 
at Pailingmlao. 

Every effort is being made by thé 
Japanese to force the Mongol ex- 
port trade through Dolonor instead 
bf southward into China. ‘Tax stations, 
with Japanese nationals in charge, 
have been established at Changpei 
and Chapser, some miles north of 
Changpel, and these ‘at present are 
‘controlling all trade in skins, wool, 
horses, and other exports from Inner 
‘Mongolia, Traders are being allowed 
to send goods duty free through 
Dolonor, but are forced to pay Leavy 
duties, sometimes amounting to 100 
per cent, if they want to use the 
Kelgan route, ‘Trade in the reverse 
direction also affected. Japanese 
traders at present are able to sell 
‘American trucks Imported at Dairen 
‘and shipped into Mongolia through 
Dairen for $450 less than the same 











TOKYO OPPOSES NEW

Japanese Rights Affected, 
says Army Spokesman

TACTICAL DANGERS

‘The forthright statement of the! 
Japonization of Inner Mongolia, as 
set out in this journal's Peiping 
correspondence yesterday, gives a 
shrewd hint to Chinese diplomagy. 
It illustrates the danger of relying! 
too confidently on time-honoured 
tacties in which delay, evasion and 
procrastination, although proper to 
‘@ Government in certain conditions, 
have serious implications. Japan- 
ese pressure in the North and in 
other parts of China has, it is true, 
been met by vigilant attention in 
Nanking. Nor has the Government 
of China failed to give proof of its 
willingness to facilitate Sino-Jap- 
anese accord, Indeed criticism has 
taken the apprehensive view that 
in the process too great a yielding: 
of Chinese interests has occurred, 
‘This criticism is largely the product 
of ignorance, but the mere fact that 
that ignorance exists emphasizes the 
need for close contact between the 
Government and public opinion. For 
want of concrete information there 
is a risk of encouragement being 
given to wild rumours of intended 
military action in defence of China's} 
interests, when realities show that 
any such projects are illusory to use 
the mildest term. Recent events 
clearly point to the further erosion 
of Chinese soil. Apart from the 
situation in the North, it is now 
reported that Kuangtung is anxious 
‘over “autonomous” portents in 
Fukien, where already the Govern- 
ment's power of control has been’ 
circumscribed. It has been urged 
that the Japanese Government 
should be invited to make specific 
suggestions regarding its policy. of 
Sino-Japanese co-operation. There 
are grounds for the belief that the 
invitation has been tendered by 
responsible Chinese authority. On 
the basis of generalizations it is not 
possible for the Government of 
China elther to secure intelligent 
support for its policy or to frame: 
a policy which can be trusted to 
terminate the present dangerous: 
fluidity. Whatever intrinsic Gim- 
culties stand in the way of con- 
solidating relations between the 














exercises a “tolerant” control, they 
are immeasurably increased by the 
Sense of uncertainty now prevailing. 
It is highly necessary that the 
public should. be made aware of. 
the aetual significance of the 
various understandings to which 
reference is frequently made by 
‘Japanese spokesmen. The Govern- 
ment has, no doubt, preserved ils. 
freedom of action and has managed 
to vindicate its custody of Chin 
national rights. ‘The secrecy main 
ied regarding the basis of the 
adjustments made in the North, ‘for 
instance, is having a depressing ef- 
fect on public opinion, and ineisient- 
ally, may create that very. spirit| 
of desperation which the Govern- 
ment would deprecate, The ott!- 
spokenness of certain Japanese 
officials might be matched by an 
authoritative statement of the 
Chinese Government's readinéss to 
consider means for placing its rela~ 
tions with Japan on the: desired 
basis of friendship.  Difculties 
have been met in endeavouring to 
obtain from Japan clear definition 
of certain prescriptions—Mr. Koki 
Hirota's “three points” offer an 
example—but they do not absolve’ 
the Chinese Government of its 
responsibility for making the posi- 
tion clear to its own people and to, 
the world at large. This can be 
achieved only by fully testing, 
diplomatic means of approach, It 
has the practical advantage of: 
enabling the Government to make| 
formal representation in regard to| 
certain grievances which are 
specially embarrassing (0 its rela- 
tions with Japan and with  the| 
people for whose support it looks. 
China can preserve her equality in 
the discussions py reason of the 
facilities which, in her turn, she 
‘can offer to Japan. This has been 
recognized by Japanese diploma- 
{ists when emphasizing the in- 
terdependence of the two countries: 
japan cannot do without Chi 
nor China without Japan.” ‘This! 
doctrine cannot be usefully applied 
by constantly intensified process 
of encroaching on Chinese rights. 
‘The smuggling operations in the 
North afford a striking example of| 
the need for some conerete form of, 
diplomatic contact. Protests from 
Nanking have been so delicately 
framed that it may be doubted 
whether they have caused the loss| 
of a single night's sleep to any 
Japanese diplomat. ‘That pethaps| 
explains why the operations have| 
reached their presént dimensions 
and why trains are now carrying| 
info Shantung silk and sugar to be, 
purchased by the consumer at most 
favoured rates—duty free, or in 
plainer if less cuphonious terms, 
smuggled. In this and other mat- 
ters, the Chinese Government's dif 
culties are deserving of considera- 
tion and sympathy. Applying the 
principle of self-help on which 
General Chiang Kai-shek has rightly 
laid stress, it might be desirable 
for the Government to formulate a 
clear statement of its position in 
enlightenment of the public. The 
danger of tolerating local arrany 
ments for the sake of preserving 
the facade of diplomatic friendship 
lies in their tendency to endorse 
decisions on major issues and thus 
to commit the central authorities 
without specific mandate. The 
Government can count on sub- 
stantial goodwill from the vocal 
elements of public opinion if it can 
make its policy clear, categorically 
‘outline the exact character of the| 
understandings made with Japanese | 
Yepresentatives, regional or other- 
wise, and indicate the steps which 
it is prepared to take in developing 
Sino-Japanese co-operation and 
thus ending the present indeter- 
minate phase with all its potential 
dangers. Associated with General 
Chiang Kai-shek’s broad policy of 
economic reconstruction, national 
cohesion, co-operation between 
Government and people and crea- 
tion of self-respect by the eradica- 
tion of abuses, the emergence of a 
clear-cut programme on such lines: 
might be tonic in its effect on the 
country itself and on China's in- 
ternational relationships.

Mr. ‘Timperley not un- 
naturally considers that the Shang- 
hai Municipal Council has a special 
responsibility in the matler, His 
view will be strongly supported— 
indeed it has been anticipated in 
these columns for some dime, since 
in 1934 this journal disclosed 
certain of the worst features of the 
silk industry, with ils altendant 
evils of labour-recruitment, and the 
insanitary and dangerous conditions 
of the lt houses. Moreover, a few 
weeks ago in discussing the oc- 
cupational census figures, it was 
pointed out that the character of 
the population of the Settlement 
had radically changed in that the 
prominence of industrial workers 
had brought to the fore serious 
economic problems of which the 
‘Council was bound to take increas- 
ingly emphatle note.

BRITISH MEDIATION

Without attempting to determine 
the accuracy of the forecasts which 
purport {0 outline the probable 
features of the British Govern- 
ment’s commentary on the German 
and French peace propoasls, it is 
useful to consider certain aspects 
of British policy in the present 
European crisis, Inevitably Great 
Britain feels that she is charged to 
find a compromise between the 
German and French views, She 
does not assume this responsibility 
in any spirit of superior wisdom, 
but because circumstances have 
brought her in closer individual 
touch with each nation and yet 
have endowed her with a certain 
freedom of detachment. Moreover, 
convinced as she is that the ultimate 
solution of Europe's diMiculties 
must emerge from observance of 
the principles of the Covenant— 
whether revised or — not—she 
believes that, at this stage, the role 
of mediator rather than’ partisan 
accords best with her conception of 
duty to the League, On this point 
‘Mr, Winston Churchill was sug- 
gestive when, three weeks ago, ho 
told the House of Commons that he 
agreed with Mr. C. R. Attlee that

Great Britain, 
France and Germany, all in their 
turn, In greater or less degree, by 
faulls of omission or commission, 
have contributed to the impasse. 
‘The task is to look to the future, 
to reconstruct. In essaying it, 
British policy alms at working’ 
through the League or some ot- 
ganization which ensures fair-play, 
not for any single country but for 
Europe as a whole. Unless discus 
sions can be guided into such a 
channel, «: is to be feared that the 
conditions necessary to permanent 
solution cannot be created. ‘The 
immediate issues intimately affect 
British understandings with France 
and Belgium. ‘That fact cannot be, 
ignored, It was recognized and 
stated by Mr, Harold Nicolson— 
whose views carry considerable 
weight—in the House of Commons 
last month:

ITALY'S VICTORY 

May 4 

Morshal Badoglio has won hi 
race ogainst the rains, His advane 
ing troops will enter Addis Ababa 
at their leisure, ‘The Emperor has 
fled and the rest of the Ethiopian 
Government has retired to Gori, a 
town in the wilds south-west of the 
Capital. It is judged that the 
campaign is at an end, for with the 
Emperor's departure the prospects 
of galvanizing the —_shatlered 
Ethiopian forces into organized 
resistance by guerrilla operations 
must be remote, ‘Thus the invasion 
which began on October 3 and was 
subjected to considerable and not 
altogether unsuccessful resistance up 
to the begining of January has 
rapidly developed. By the use of 
all the available weapons of modern 
‘warfare, the products of mechanical 
and chemical science, Marshal 
Badoglio has overcome the formid- 
able obstacles presented by the 
difficulty of the terrain, the 
asperitics of the climate and the 
undoubted bravery of the ill- 
equipped Ethiopian armies. As 
soldiers charged with a specific 
task, Marshal Badoglio and his 
forces have met the demands made 
upon them. Whether the campaign 
be approved or not, they have the:

In the same way it is futile’ 
to wex indignant over the manifest 
volatility of the propaganda which 
the Tlalian Government has felt 
impelled to set in motion to mect 
the opposition of the League. 
Whereas the common front of 51 
members achieved on November 18, 
after the campaign had been in 
progress for six weeks, was govern= 
ed by certain niceties in the ac 
curate presentation of views and 
facts, no such obligation rested on 
the ‘single nation, delinquent in 
Geneva's eyes but heroic in Its own. 
Consequently the Italian case was| 
pressed on the world’s notice— 
especially that important secticn of| 
the world outside the ‘common 
front—with the object of singling 
out for special opprobrium British 
policy and intentions. Justification 
for this perversion of facts would 
not be far {o seek. Suffisient| 
material was available to expose the| 
apparent inconsistency ef British 
policy—the same might have been 
done with the policy of other 
nations but it happened that Great| 
Britain would be the most suitable] 
object of atlack—and it was casy| 
therefore to find means for al- 
tributing that inconsistency to 
motives of which the Covenant was| 
not supposed to take cognizance. 
No modern saw or instance has to 
be recruited in support of this con- 
fention. “All's. fair in love and 
war” has done duty for the 
guidance of man’s behaviour from 
time immemorial. It cannot be 
ignored even in these days; indeed 
it provides a further argument for, 
the efforts still unavailingly made 
fo render war an obsolete instru- 
ment df national policy. Tt is true, 
of course, that resort to the 
desperate devices of propaganda, 
like resort to the equally desperate 
methods f gas warfare, increases 
the destruction which the armed 
argument invariably creates. Good 
service to international understand- 
ing cannot be rendered by re- 
taliatory wrath. ‘The proper 
course is to recognize the causes 
which gave it birth and soberly 
apply such remedies as may be 
suitable when the opportunity of- 
fors. 

Whether that time has come is 
‘a matter for the interested nations| 
to eceide, ‘The reactions to the 
[drama of the Ethiopian collapse Lave 
yet to declare themselves. ‘Those 
who believed that a “colcnial 
expedition” could be kept outside the 
orbit of major international issues. 
will probably modify their views. 
‘The complexities of the European 
situation have been accentuated by 
events which have directly arisen 
out of that crossing of the Moreb 
River in the first week of Octsber. 
Pessimism may assert that the “law 
of the jungle” has been, defisitely 
accepted and that the catastrophe 
of the next world war brought 
tragically nearer. © The junior 
subailern’s attempt to write an ap- 
preciation, may be recalled:

Kansu_ and other north-western 
provinces have become a populat 
market of goods of “a certain foreign 
country” smuggled into North China 
through the so-etlled demilitarized. 
zone, according to a survey made of 
business conditions in these parts of 
China. 

‘Mariced with cheaper prices, these 
foreign products are literally flooding 
‘the local market, composed mainly of 
sugar, cotton and marine products. 

‘The survey estimates that 80 per 
eent. of imported goods came through 
North. China and only about 20 per 
ent. through Sharghat and Nanking 

Prices for imported goods which 
had recently shown a tendency of 
rising, according to the survey. have 
now considerably dropped owing to 
the flooding of smuggled goods. 

‘Unserupulous merchants who see in 
it a convenient scurce of handsome 
profit are learned to be purchasing 
these foreign goods in considerable 
‘Quantities and then shipping them 
fo Shensi, Ninghsia, Chinghal and 
other north-western provinees—Cen- 
tral News.

Hsuchow A Centre 
Hsuchow, Apr. 27. 

Hsuchow, the junction point of the 
Lunghai and.

Connection at Hongkong with 
Imperial Airways 


London, Apr. 2 

Prospeets of Chinese ait-lines fying 
into Hongkong and connecting north 
China with Imperial Airways’ Euro- 
pean service, via Penang, are now in 
the region of practical polities 

Nothing definite has yet been ar- 
ranged, but discussion is sald today 
to be’ proceeding very favourably. 
Such an arrangement is reported to 
bbe greatly desired by both Hongkong. 
and’ Shanghai, 

‘The Penang-Hongkong service is 
working very smoothly, and it hos 
not once been late. ‘The average 
daily mail carried is 100 2b, and it 
is ‘steadily inereasing. The Post 
Mice did not anticipate more than 
50 Ib. 

‘Now one passenger is being car- 
ried daily—the first was a Chinese 
‘—but it is expected that shortly two 
passengers will be carried, More 
than that, however, is impossible 
because of the enormous reserves of 
pelrol required for the 600-mile sea 
crossing. 

The first Short flying-boat super- 
Uner, with sleeping accommodation 
and every luxury for ten passengers, 
is expected to be put into service 
between Brindisi and Alexandria on 
Suly 27, 

Boot on Other Leg 

These boats, capable of 200 miles 
an hour, will be put on the Far 
Eastern service in the near future, 
‘while one will be allotted to the 
Bermuda-New York service, 

Replying to complaints that the 
Notherlands lines to Java are three 
days quicke than British air-lines 
to Singapore, the authorities point 
out that the ‘Netherlands planes are 
newer and do not provide sleeping 
berths. 

‘Also, they add, Netherlands 
machines are permitted to fly across 
Italy and France, whereas passengers 
on British alr-lines must travel by 
the Brindisi-Paris train.

DISCOUNTED 


Gen, Chiang’s Work in 
Szechuen Province 


“The Red menace has been severe 
for the past three years, especially in 
northern Szechuen, where the coun- 
try wos badly over-run,” said Captain 
‘A J, Brace, a member of the United 
Chuteh of Canada under appointment 
fo tie National Committee of the 
YMCA, who has arrived here from 
Chengiu, where he has been connect- 
fed vith work among tho students for 
the Inst seven years. 

"the Reds, he sald, during their oc- 
cupation two years. ago, ate every 
thing up and took all the seed grain. 
“It will be very hard to get condi- 
tions back to normal,” he continued. 
“his year the province suffered from 
‘a heavy drought, with the result that 
thore is now a severe famine in the 
Paoning area, where it is reported 
over a. thousand people have died of 
Starvation and that many have been 
reduced to cooking and eating some 
of the corpses.” 

Diseussing some of the Red scares, 
the mentioned that at one time the 
Communist armies had advanced 
fo within “two days of | the 
city of Chengtu, | which was 
fhastily evacuated, | “They almost 
broke through, but were stopped bY 
General Chiang Kal-shek and his 
troops: ho brought many fresh 
foldiers and a number of aeroplanes 
fand drove them back into the moun 


tains, 

"After Chiang Kai-shek lett, they 
returned and caused a lot of trouble 
inthe Lipan valley, where they 
murdered the inhabitants, razed 
Whole villages, and lett a ‘trait of 
Dloodshea ‘and’ black ruin wherever 
they wont, ‘This winter they gathered 
strength and attacked Tachioni, on 
{the border, and also Yachow, some 

‘The people 
Were evacuated and it Iooked very 
serious, until Chiang 
froops, under General Shie, attacked 
them ‘with two divisions and indicted 
A vory serious defeat, driving them 
act into the mountains, capturing @ 
great dont of ammunition anid stories, 
find. relieving the pressure on 
‘Yachow? 















Gen, Chiang’s Influence 

“We feel,” he continued, “that to- 
day the menace exists no longer. 
We give credit to General Chiang 
Kai-shek because when ho came about 
myear ago with his new offers and 
New Life Movement a great change 
Was seen in Chonatu in a very short 
Uime. Opium dens were closed and 
this year no oplum has been planted 
jn that area, except in a few remote 
pinces down the Gorges above Than. 
Tits very fact will mean more grain, 
more rice and wheat, for the people 
tnd it is beginning to show effects 
already.” 

‘Reads were being built in all diree- 
tions. and to-day thore were about 
2.000 motor-cars_in Chungking and 
‘over 1.500 in Chengtu. As an example 
of the reat improvement in the 
highways, he mentioned that his son 
Grove iim by ear from Chengtu to 
Chuneking in one day.

SHANSI COMMUNISTS ON RAMPAGE 


Soldiers 


Partially Repulse Reds: Future Pessimistic 


From Oun Own Comssroncexr 


‘Talyvan, Shansi, Apr. 27. 

Shansi has been on the map the 
last two months since the Communists 
crossed the Yellow River from Shensi 
In February. Exeltement and con 
corn was ereated both in China and 
in foreign countries, largely bezause 
this provinee has ‘been tho most 
orderly one in China these 25 years 
singe the Republic was established, 
fand because nationals of several dif- 
ferent counteles reside within the 
borders of this one-time Model Prov. 
ince. For seventeen days, twenty’ 
missionaries and nine children were 
marzoned in Pingyang and Hungtung, 
completely cut off from the outside 
World and thelr frlends were anxious 
as to their welfare 

‘Col, Fraser, H. M. Military Attaché, 
with Capt, Scott, came to Taiyuan to 
Investigate the ‘situation with ref~ 
ference to the safety of forelsners, 
British subjects particularly, living in 
Shans! While being assured by the 
government and military authorities 
{that none of tho foreigners were taken 
captive by the Communists ‘hese 
British officers did want to know the 
exact number of men, women and 
children and. if all wos, well with 
them, within the besieged cities. 

‘A few days after Col. Fraser re- 
turned to Peiping, Capt. Scott who 
remained here for a while until he 
was, satisfied that the missionaries 
Were out of immediate danger, ar- 
ranged with the authorities to deliver 











it] a Teller to each of the cities in which 


he wrote Instructions for signalling 
the number of foreimers and state 
of health, ‘These instructions were 
followed ‘and on the next day the 
rood news of their safety was report- 
a. 

British subjects at other places in 
the province were instructed to con- 
eentrate. and centralize in well 
protected places, The English Baptist 
Paissionaries north ot Taiyuan were 
to concentrate sit Sinchow and 
Tatyunn; the China Inland mis- 
sionaries of the Chanechih section 
were to come within Changehih city. 
Tater. on they evacuated to opel. 
however, the last party teaving on 
‘April 12, The American missionary 
‘Miss. Meitie M, Sanger at ‘Tsinchow, 
of the Church of the Brethren 
Mission, evacuated with one of the 
parties’ from  Changehih. at the 
Ureeney of the hsien magistrate and 
Chinese collensues. 





Refugees in Tatyuan 
‘There are refugees in Talyuan. two. 
Americans from. Pingyao, and four 
Norwegian missionaries trom West 
Shansl, most of them having left thelr 
Slatlons just a few hours before the 
Communists arrived at their respec- 
tive elties, They will await develop- 
ments before making further plans. 
Minny Chinese families are also taking 
rofuge in the capital from west and 
south Shanst. 
"The first party of stranded mis- 
ynaries from Pingyang, Dr. and Mrs. 
Starley Hoyle and three children. 
Rev. and Mrs, E.G. W. Trickey and 
two children came out April 17 on 
the first passenger train from their 
city since the Communists frst tore 
the Tungpu rails and destroyed 
bridges some weeks ago, Four adults 
still remain there, one man and three 
Women. ‘The day after these two 
Families enme out, train service again 
‘was interrupted. 
‘De. Hote sald that they lived th 
normal life during the siege except 


























for the anxlety, of being cut off from 
the outside world, not knowing what 
‘was going on outside the city walls, 
‘and of being attacked again, feeling 
they had a. very inadequate force 
for resisting a strong attack. He 
‘commended the good work of the few 
‘soldiers, the shop-keepers and the 
Paowefluan in protecting the city 
when the Communist attack was 
made. Fortunately, there was ruf- 
tent food in the city for the people 
hhenee no physical suffering. He also 
sald they were greatly thrilled whe 
{he areoplane dropped Capt. Scott’ 
letter giving them some little news 
from outside and they felt much 
‘better from that time on. As would 
Be expected the nervous strain on 
parents with ttle children in such 
2 situation Teft its marks. 
‘Tha Communist situation at the 
t time is not easy to state. 
Only the chiet oMeials actually know 
what is going on and the reports 
they give out are published In the 
papers. But the Communists have 
moved about from place to placo with 
agility to the amazement and em- 
Darrassment of the army  oMicers. 
‘Shansi and Shang Chen's troops have 
done commendablo fighting axainst 
the Invaders in heavy engagements 
‘being better equipped and having the 
ald of bombing service of the alr 
force, 


Communist Dread of Air Rats 

‘The Communists dread alr raids 
worse than anything else. But with 
the seattered small group tactics of 
imucrilla troops Government soldiers 
fave not been able to cope very 
satisfactorily. ‘These small band: are 
Mkely to bob up at a number of un- 
expected places at unexpected times. 
Besides they gather recruits among 
the rowdies of the community as they

“According to reports from invaded 
sections the Reds have treated the 
oor people very well. Of course 
they live off the people, demanding 
food and clothing. From the rich, 
however, they demand money and if 
the money is not handed over they 
are ‘killed “straleht away. Oftcials 
meet the same fate except when ine 
hhave been good to the people. then 
they are spared. 

‘One hislen manistrate was captured 
ut complying with the wishes ef the 
people he was not killed, rather 
Feleased. ‘The Communists have not 
Burned and destroved villages, and 
killed so many people here in Shansi 
as they did in some: other provinces. 
Many rural people in the uninvaded 


munists beeause they think a chaneo 
would not be worse, may be better. 

ince thelr livelihood is hard end 
taxes heavy. 


Reds Suffer Defeat 

At first the Reds were all together 
in West Shansl, later they divided into, 
three divisions and about 2,000 came 
east and north towards Taiyuan. On 
meeting strong resistance they re- 
freated inlo the mountains to the 
west and went northward to Chinlo 
and. Hsinghsien. The other. -two 
divisions moved ‘cast to the railroad 
‘and eouth, respectively attacking and 
besieging several hsien cities and 
robbing the well-to-do families of the 
villages.

Preventive Measures 

In order to check and eliminate 
propaganda, Shans! authorities made 
Tigid plans that every one travelling 
from one place to another must have 
a traveller's permit, The village head 
provides the permit for travel within 
the sien, One must be obtained 
from the sien authorities befcre a 
person can eross the border into 
another hslen or jo to distant cities 

‘For strangers it is dimeult to cbtaln 
the necessary permits; thus outside 
propagandist workers would find 
their ‘road blocked, This plan also 
gives no end of trouble for local 
People when they want to go from 
fone place to another. Each person 
living in ‘Tralyuan for more than few 
days, even if he has a traveller's 
permit from his hsien government, 
must obtain either personal or shop 
guarantee and a badge from the 
police office and wear it where it ean 
be seen before ho is free to fo about 
the streets, Martial law is stil in 
foree in Talyuan but much less zigid 
than a few weeks ago.

He is in a very diffeult position, 
being practically a prisoner at large 
in his own country. His palace at 
Pangkiang, which lies in Chahar, is 
overrun with Japanese spies and 
advisers, who are pressing him to 
come in with them. He will have 
to make up his mind shortly be- 
tween throwing in his lot with the 
Japanese or fleeing to the hills and 
raising the standard of revolt, In 
his present isolated position," the 
latter course would appear ‘to be 
utterly hopeless, so that it is pretty 
certain what line he will eventually 
be forced to adopt. 

“As Ye Sow” 


China is now reaping the fruits 
of her policy of recent years—or to 
be exact, that of General Yen Hsi- 
shan—of’ antagonizing the Mongols. 
Had the Chinese supported and en- 
‘couraged the Autonomy Movement 
of Inner Mongolia instead of oppos- 
ing it, the conquest of these regions 
might have proved a very much 
more dificult problem for the Japa- 

‘The Mongol leaders have no 
ions as to what the Japanese 
‘penetration of Inner Mongolia means 
for them. 

‘The recent murders of high Mon- 
gol personages at Hailar has opened 
thelr eyes still further and given 
thom fresh cause to fear the Japan- 
ese. But unsupported and left to 
their own devices, they are only too 
aware of their inability to defend 
the integrity of their country. In 
‘consequence there is a great feeling 
of hopelessness and despondency 
among the educated Mongols these 
days. ‘The outlook for the Mongols 
is dark, ‘The best that is now likely 
to happen. to them is that before 
many years have passed they will 
have been “civilized” out of exist- 
ence,

STILL HELD 


Hopes for Release of Father 
Burns Now Faint 


Peiping, May 4. 

‘The immediate release of Father 
Joseph Burns, Maryknoll missionary’ 
captured by bandits in south-cast 
Manchuria on February 5, is well- 
nigh Impossible, according to the 
Lumen agency. 

Father Burns is being held prison- 
er in an impregnable fortress on a 
mountain peak south-east of Tunghua, 
near which town he was captured 
by the outlaws. The only approach 
to the fortress is over steep paths 
made difeult by melting snow, and 
the authorities in the neighbourhood 
consider a pitched battle impractic- 
fable and very dangerous so far as] 
the captive is concerned. 

Father John Comber. of the Mary- 
knoll mission at Tunghua, is quoted 
by the Lumen agency as expressing 
his belief that Father Burns is in 
no immediate danger of losing his 
life 

“All reports sent in by spies declare 
that, Father Burns is being well 
treated and given the best there is 
to be had in the circumstances,” de- 
clared a letter received from Father 
Comber. “He is living in a good 
house with Mr, Wu, the catechist who 
was captured’ with iim. A bandit 
sentinel who saw Father Burns says 
he is in good health. 

“These reports are not absolutely 
reliable, but they are the best we 
have and, since all indicate the same 
trend, they are fairly dependable. All 
movemenis are being watched and 
many soldiers and plain clothes men 
fare in the section where Father 
Burns is being held.

Crops Poor and Late 

Crops have been hit by the late 
spring and it is estimated that they 
fare from five to six weeks behind 
those of last year. Wheat is poor 
in most places. The stand is bad 
and stalks are not well developed. 
Beans are not developing as they 
should. The farmers are commenc- 
ing in earnest now to whip the 
fields into shape, but financing of 
fertilizer will be ‘more difficult than 
last year. So little was repaid last 
year that banks and land owners will 
be slow to lend much more. When 
rents and Joans go unpaid the situa- 
tion becomes very difficult, 

Serious work has gone into the 
effort to eradicate worms that des- 
troyed so much of the rice last year. 
‘These worms bore the stalks and 
then live in the roots during the 
winter, Whole sections have pulled 
up and burned roots and stalks. 
‘Thus far this has seemed to be the 
only. way in which to handle this 
pest.

Canton, May 2.

More than 80 persons 
were xilled and over 200 were ine 
Jured. Thousands are homeless.

Road Widening Included in 
Construction Projects

Changchow, Ku, Apr, 4, 
the advent of spring weather 
much building activity is going on 
here. Most of it is confined to 
relatively sinall scale projects such 
as a few ordinary business houses 
an apartment house or two, and 
‘several large residences. While for- 
eign clements of construction are 
entering more and more into the 
building most contractors still make 
Jarge use of Chinese materials and 
methods of buildirg, while the design, 
approaches more ‘and moro the ex- 
ternal foreign retterns, One or two 
Projects deserve special mention, the 
frst being the demolition of build 
ings on both sides of the street Iead- 
ing to the railway station and just 
outside the city wall. ‘The old wood, 
plaster and ‘tile buildings are being, 
wrecked and the street widened, This, 
will be a great improvement as the 
treet at that point has keen particu- 
larly crowded with shops dealing in 
food and other necessities and with 
trae of every sort, especially due 
to the proximity of the railway 
station, 


More Sunlight in Streets 

Road widening is indeed badly 
nevded as practically all our streets 
are very narrow, so that when one 
meets a wheelbarrow—still the com- 
mon freight vehicle here—he is 
forced to cling to the wall while the 
barrowman mancouvres his load past, 
All replacements of buildings or walls 
now call for a setback so that in 
several places our streets are begin- 
ning to show the signs of sunlight 
und are a little more spacious. The 
eceasional motor car penetrating the 
city finds its cruising largely limited 
to the one wide road which runs just 
{inside the wall on one side of ‘the 
city. The many motor buses which 
are doing an ever expanding busi- 
ness from operate wholly outside the 
city wall so that one must go their 
to embark on his journey, 

‘The foreign community has suffered 
a loss recently in the departure of 
Dr. J. C. Thoroughman and family. 
Dr. Throughman, former head of the 
department of surgery at the Stephen 
son Memoric! H'spital here, has been 
named successor to the late Dr. John 
A. Snell, superintendent of the Soo- 
chow Hospital, who died of pneu- 
monia a month ago. ‘The Thorough- 
mans’ going leaves us with only two 
foreign families in addition to several

Reds Press on Lamaseries 

‘An urgent S.O.S, has come from 
Norla and Pentso in the far interior. 
Te appears that the Communists made 
a bee-line from  Tienchuen, near 
Yachow, through Danba to Dawo, and 
nearly eaptured Norla and Pentso. 
‘After sacking the Dawo Lamasery 
they pressod hundreds of Jarong 
cookies Into service to remove the 
Toot back into the Jardong States. 
‘When this was done they moved west 
in what looked like a search for 
Norla and Pentso round the large 
Dranggu Lamasery and from there 
pressed on to the Kanze Lamasery. 

"The combined lama force of these

‘moon and only two weeks remain 
to see the outcome of the lama’s pro- 
pheey.

FOR CO-OPERATION 


Emp-ror Formally Opens 
New Diet 


Tokyo, May 4, 

Emperor” Hirohito opened the 
formal session of the new Diet to-day 
with the reading of the customary 
Imperial Rescript. 

‘In. his message, the Emperor re- 
ferred specifically to the rebellion 
of February 26 and its accompanying 
assassinations of high | Japanese 
Officials. He expressed the deepest 
Fegret at the occurrences of that day 
‘and voiced the hope that all subjects, 
Both eivilian and military, would co~ 
operate for the ultimate aecomplish- 
ment of the prosperity of the nation. 

‘Although the Diet actually con- 
vened last week, the session was not 
considered formally opened until to- 
Gay's reading of the Rescript by the 
Emperor. Around the old Diet 
building and at strategic points in 
the area which includes the Imperial 
Palace and the new Diet building 
were some of the nation’s finest 
troops, on guard to. prevent any 
untoward ineident. Streets in front 
‘and behind the Diet building were 
closed to traffic. It was the first 
formal opening of any Japanese Diet 
under martial law. 

‘Opinion is prevalent that any 
attempt of the present Diet to become 
‘assertive will be followed by another 
resolution order, similar to the ono 
issued by the Okada government 
‘when the Diet appeared determined 
Yo consider a motion of non-con~ 
fidence. For. that reason the 
present Diet is expected to pass the 
Budget without excessive debate, 





Questions Permitted 

‘Questions will be allowed, however, 
it-was generally admitted in well- 
informed quarters, inasmuch as the 
Hirota government desires to have 
its. polleles well understood, and 
questions open the way to explana 
flons. Queries, it is expected, will 
be designed to assist rather than 
hamper the government,

Escorted by a mounted detachment 
of the Imperial Guards, and accom= 
panied by a number of notables, he 
rove out of the Palace in a closed 
motor-ear instead of the usual horse 
drawn state carriage at 1030 this 
morning and proceeded to the Dict, 
Tess thon a mile distant, through 
streets heavily guarded by troops 
and police. 

‘On his arrival, the Emperor was 
‘greeted by members of both Houses 
and by all the highest government 
officials. 

‘His Majesty held a short audience 
at which he received Field-Marshal 
Prince Kanin, other princes, and 
members of the Supreme War Council, 
the Cabinet and the Privy Council 

‘He then proceeded to the Assembly 
Hall of the House of Peers, ond 
opened the proceedings at 11 ame 
Reuter. 

Dimeultles over Reply 

His Majesty's speech caused a de 
bate in the committee drafting the 
Lower Chamber's reply, as the Sel- 
yokai members’ motion to form a 
Zub-commitiee to formulate the re~ 
‘sponse was strongly opposed by the 
Minselto, ‘Two members of the Seiyu- 
kai made the motion that in view ef 
the “unusual character” of the Em- 
peror's speeck it would be “inappro- 
priate to draft the reply along the 
Customary lines” but should embody 
the “determination of the members of 
the Lower House to carry out the 
Imperial wishes.” ‘The committee 
finally agreed to request each political

Capitalists Refrain from 
Investing 
Front OG. Own Commsroxtext

When the economie programme for| 
‘Manckoukuo was published, all in~ 
dustries were divided into two gen- 
eral classes; (1) Those connected with 
national defence, or which are in the 
nature of public utility or public 
benefit. AN these are to be mono- 
polies ‘either operated by the Gov- 
ernment, or for the Government by 
8 single company for cach industry. 
(2) Industries and resources not in- 
cluded in (1) will be left to the free 
management of private persons. But| 
adjustment is contemplated in pro- 
duetion and in prices. ‘The degree of 
freedom contemplated was not such 
5 {0 encourage capitalists to invest. 
‘The definite statement was made that| 
capital would not be permitted to 
pay more then a minimum fixed 
dividend, and very early announce- 
ment was made as to the control 
which would be enforced. Prominent 
among these announcements was A 
statement that the army had decided 
that the capacity of cement mills in 
‘Manchuria was sufficient and that no| 
further new plants would be per 
mitted, 

‘The ‘control seems to be less rigid 
than it appeared, as the existing 
factories now have a total output of 
considerable more then the total de- 
mand. Seven cement factories were 
establised since 1931, and one in the| 
Kwantung Leased Territory, accord- 
ing to information issued by Japanese 
authorities; having a capacity of more 
than £00,000 tons annually. 

‘Tangshan cement, manufactured by’ 
the Chee Hsin Cement Company was 
formerly the most popular in this 
‘market, but with the imposition of} 
duties on Chinese products the cost 
became prohibitive, in fact a frankly 
protective duty was placed on im- 
ported cement, 

Cement Production Statistics 


‘The actual output of cement for 
year was 400,000 tons, official 
estimate of sales was about 600,000 
fons, and it is estimated that during 
the ext three years the sales will 
Inerease by 100,000 tons per year. 
‘The recent building boom increased | 
the price of cement together with all 
other building materials, But now 
cement mills are over-abundant and 
the competition brings worry to the 
capitalists, The factory in the Kwan- 
tung Leased Territory Is handicapped,

An interesting situation may arise 
in connection with the suggested cus- 
toms ‘arrangements with that“curious 
organization, the East-Hopei Auto- 
nomous Government, whose envoys 
are being received in Hsinking and 
are presenting a message emphazing 
the necessity of co-operation between 
Jopan, Manckoukuo and China.

“I may have been standing out here

‘acknowledges, however, that he feels 
it ts his duty to continue his life of 
good-will after he leaves Dairen for 
Tokyo. His friends here find some 

ice in the thought that a life such 
is Mr. Furusawa's will be better 
spent in the larger international 
world of Tokyo, 

In addition to his business connec- 
tions as head of the Currency Ex- 
change Trust & Guaranty Company 
and head of a number of large in- 
dubtrial undertakings here, Mr. 
Furusawa has been the charter and 
leading member among others of the 
Dairen Chamber of Commerce, the 
Dairen Club and the local Rotary and 
Golf Clubs. Foreign golf enthusiasts 
will miss him badly as Mr, Furusawa 
was the key to thelr happy associa- 
tons with the local Golf Club. 

Mr. Furusawa will also be missed 
by the local fraternity of consular 
ofcials. He served Belgium as an 
honorary vice-consul. 


Tragedy Along Railway 

Five more SMR. employees, pos- 
sibly a sixth, were added to the 
steadily increasing number of those 
who died in action on Manchoukuo 
soil, ‘They were killed, according to 
‘word received at the SMR. head- 
quarters here, by a gang of approxi- 
mately 40 desperadoes who stormed 
a freight train, en route from Nan- 
fen to Antung on the Mukden- 
Antung Railway. ‘The bandits also 
looted” the Nanfen station of arms 
‘and ammunition. 

‘The news was received here with 
feelings of consternation in view of 
the strenuous punitive campaign and 
military vigilance maintained ih the 
so-called ‘Triarigular Zone, south- 
east of Mukden and northwest of 
‘Antung, where the massacre is said 
to have taken place. Although the 
‘Triangular Zone has been a tradi- 
tional bandit stronghold, recent re- 
ports had it that the district hos at 
last been delivered. ‘This tragedy is 
regarded here not as a negation of 
the contention that the forces of law- 
lessness have been routed but as a 
grim reminder that sporadic raids 
by otherwise converted farmers will 
remain a chronic symptom for some 
time yet to come. 

‘The fatal raid’ is about the first 
reported here since the turn of the 
year. 

‘The order is expected to be cir- 
culated again all along the railway 
Tines for sustained _ watchfulness 
‘against bandits, The SMR. is deter- 
mined to make all avenues of p iblic 
travel in Manchoukuo free from 
molestation. ‘The building of more 
inter-erossing lines in the Triangular 
Zone is proposed as a means of 
normalizing public order there.

As regards kaoliang, willet and 
maize which are the principal food 
of the population, efforts will be 
a.ade to make the country self-sup- 
porting, and at the same time pro- 
Guetion will be increased according to 
demands of the home and Japanese 
population, 

‘The cultivation of wheat is to be 
encouraged in the north so as to 
Increase’ the area under this cereal 
of 2,900.00 cho, one cho equalling 
245 acres, and the annual production 
‘to 20,000,000 Kkoku, one koku equalling 
4.96 ‘bushels. “Experiments are be- 
ing made with new wheat seeds, the 
climate being such that generally 
wheat has not time to ripen before 
the rains.

With 
the constant increase in artifeiat silk 
an increase in tussah silk profits is 
doubtful, 

‘beet is a staple which grows 
the and therefore every effort 
will be directed to increasing the 
aereoge to 12500 cho in order to 
produce 00,000,000 kin annually, a 
quantity which should make North 
Manchoukuo self-supporting with 
regard to sugar. At present sugar 
is imported from Formosa, Java and 
South China, 

‘Considerable attention is to be paid 
to the cultivation of hemp. jute and 
flax, but the experiments in the last 
named have so far not proved very 
satisfactory, Several years 
was largely cultivated not 
Harbin, but those who invested in 
this branch of industry, lost heavily, 
the resulls not proving so good as 
they had expected, 

‘The cultivation of other oilsceds 
than soya will be also encouraged. 
these including perilla, hemp, sesame 
and linseed, ground-nuts and similar 
products, 

Finally fruit growing, which has 
now become a distinct feature of in- 
dustries in South Manchoukuo. is also 
to be assisted by the Government, 
this including the cultivation of, 
grapes for the purpose of making 
‘wines. For years in the North wild 
grapes were used for sweet wines, 
and as the climate of South Man- 
choukuo is even better for this pur- 
pose, there ought to be a great future 
In this line. 

For the purpose of giving assistance 
to all these projects, additional ex- 
perimental stations are to be opened 
in different parts of the country. and 
fa training college will be opened 10 
educate men as guides and advisers 
to the farming population. With the 
assistance of the Government finan- 
cially and with specialists in agricul- 
tural production, the wealth of the 
Empire should ‘be much increased 
during the next few years.

SLAVE CONDITIONS 


IN PLATING TRADE 


Report Made by Medical Association: Metal Dust 
Causes Many Complaints 


Conditions mounting to virtual 
slavery are revealed in the report of 
‘Whe ‘Chinese Medical Association on 
the chromium plating and, polishing 
industries in Shanghai. The report, 
drawn up by Dr. Bernard E, Read, 
Dr. 8. G. Hatem, and Messrs. Dju Yo- 
bao ond Lee Wel-yung, analyzes the 
living and. working conditions of 
employees in the trade and shows 
that both are hopelessly inadequate. 

The majority of the workers are 
between tho ages of twelve and 
twenty years, according to the in- 
vestigation; and far from being the 
benevolent and paternal system it is 
often represented to be, the appren- 
tee system in this trade is shown to 
be heartless and cruel. Chinese law 
requires apprenticeship contracts “but 
in actual feet these are seldom made. 
‘The report states:

Neither 
ig it. known to what extent the dis~ 
pensing with the worker coincides 
With his attaining an age and experi-| 
ence when he would have to be 
ftiven remuneration for his services. 
{t'is, however, known that when the 
boy ‘has served an apprenticeship of 
three or four yoars and is demanding 
that he receive some pay, it is often 
found convenient to replace him by’ 
fa younger unpaid boy in good health 
fresh from the country.” 

Converted Dwelling Houses 

Most of the chromium plating fac~ 
tories in. Shanghai are converted 
dwelling houses. ‘They are usually 
fan ordinary Chiness house oF shop. 
containing one larger room and a 
fatchen ‘downstairs and two, rooms! 
above. The front room, facing the: 
Street, is usually adapted for buffing 
‘and polishing, while the kitehen fre-| 
‘quently has” plating vats installed. 
The floor of the workshop is the 
sleeping place of the apprentices 
whose bedding by day may be -seen| 
rolled up and placed in a comer of 
{he dusty polishing room. | f.otts, 
{hough the exit from them is pre 
earlous in case of fire at night, are 
nevertheless regarded as _surerior 
fleeping  secommodation and are’ 
chosen by the older workers. 

"The. conditions in the workshops 
are often appalling. The hours of! 
Work average out to eleven hours a) 
Gay. In polishing shops six or cight 
puting or polishing wheels _are| 
crowded into as small a space as 
possible, ‘The older workers graduate 
Yo wheels nearest the doorway where| 
{hero is more air and light. | The 
newest apprentice mans the wheels 
farthest from the open air, He is 
visible only dimly through the dense 

















cloud of dust which perpetvally: 
arises from the wheels as the metal 
is polished with the use of abrasives. 
‘The dust never settles, for the shaft 
ing, being attached to the wooden 
celling of a bullding not desigred, to 
carry. an industrial load, causes a 
Vibration which keeps the dust always 
in_ motion, 

‘The effect of these conditions upon 
young workers can be imagined, and 
the sickness rate among them is ¢x- 
tremely high. The report referred to 
gives details of the different diseases 
found among the workers in the fa 
tories examined. Many of them are 
directly attributable to the conditions 
‘under which the youths have to earn 
their Keep. Nasal, respiratory and 
Tung complaints are common among 
them, as can be understood when it 
is realized that the atmosphere they 
breathe for eleven hours of the day 
ig laden with motal dust and the 
fumes of acids and other chemicals 
used in the industry. 

In the International Settlement it 
is believed that moro than 1,200 work- 
ers are employed at specialized shops 
‘established. for the sole purpose of 
plating and polishing. The figure is 
Probably higher, since similar work~ 
ers may be found in machine shops 
‘and other concerns not specifically 
dedicated to plating, 


Recommendations 


‘The report contains a number of 
photographs illustrating some of the 
Ailments that afflict workers in thes 
‘conditions—conditions that could be 
largely overcome by proper organiza~ 
tion and method. They also show 
comparative graphs being the height 
fand weight of Kiangsu students and 
the workers examined—graphs which 
show that the unfortunates condemned 
to the dust-laden and fume-Slled

RADIO PROGRAMMES 
TO BE CENSORED 


Chinese Stations to Submit 
Drafts for Examination 


Beginning July 1, drafts of the 
programmes of Chifiese radio stations 
will have to. be submitted to the 
Shanghai Telegraph Administration 
for examination before they are 
broadcast, it was lear.ed from the 
Shanghai’ Commercial Broadcasting 
Station Association Inst Wednesday. 
"The new ruling is similar in nature to 
th: censorship of news, a spokes- 
man of the Assoelation’ said. Copies 
of specches and other drafts to be 
broadcast will be sent to the Associa- 
tion, which will send them to the 
‘wuthorities for censorship, 
It is reported that many Chinese 
radio stations have started sending 
their programmes to the Administra- 
tion for examination, and that the 
Administration will’ carry out the 
work in conjunction with the local 
Bureaux of Social Affairs and 
Education, 
The censorship is limited to Chi- 
nese stations. All foreign stations 
have been in the habit of sending in 
reports at the end of cach month, on 
forms specially prepared by the Chi- 
nee authorities, 
‘The foreign programme consisted 
of several records of classical music, 
and a broadcast of various "news 
items, including the arrival of Gen- 
Chiang Kal-shek from Yunnan, 
“wearing a genial smile,” and the 
latest concerning China's highways, 
railways, and bank loan agreements. 
Due to the bad weather conditions, 
the re-broadeast by the local stations 
was poor and subject to frequent dis 
turbunees, ‘betler results being ob- 
tained by tuning in direct to Station

‘Thinty years ayo on ‘Thursday, the 
Shanghai Dock & Engineering Com- 
pany, Lid, came into existence. Tis 
Birth was the result of an amalgamation 
fof three dockyards, one of which had 
the distinetion of building Holy 
‘Trinity Cathedral, ‘This will probably 
be the lest birthday of the company 
fas separate concern for when the 
Same date comes around next year 
its amalgamation with the New! En- 
fineering & Shipbuilding Works, Ltd. 
{vill have been probably accomplished 
‘Ruccessfully, 

Such were the facts told to a 
representative of the “North-China 
Herald” last Wednesday in a room 
‘which spoke of the history of the 
company. Photographs of ships bullt 
fnd repaired by the company hung 
fon the walls taking up nearly all 
‘space available. Outside the funnel 
of a river steamer in dry dock could 
be seen while the ceaseless noise of 
fron against iron as repairs were 
being carried out was heard, But the 
nolse was not unpleasantly close. It 
hada dull regularity which spoke of 
work being done steadily and effec- 
lively, 

‘Three men have seen the life span 
‘of this company. They worked (or 
St from the day it formed and to-day 
fare still actively associated with it, 
‘They are Mr. W. S, Burns, now 
monoging. director, ‘Mr, M. E. H. 
Wells, and Mr. C, Richards. 


Work Accomplished 

More than 5,200 vessels have been 
actually dry-docked during the 30 
years of the company’s activities for 
the purpose of carrying out extensive 
repairs and renewals. But this num- 
ber is small In comparison with the 
number of vessels which have under- 
fone repairs afloat, ‘Ten times as 
Many would be no exaggeration.

A veil of mystery still surrounds 
the action of two Japanese naval 
pilots in firing their seaplane when 
They were forced down in the Yellow 
Sea a veek ago. The ss. Hunm 
fof the China Navigation Co. whic 
Feseued the two men, arrived off the 
French Bund on Monday, April 27, 
from the north, and her officers 
‘confessed that they were still as 
much in the dark as-on the murky 
fatternoon when the incident occurred. 
{No information was forthcoming, 
they sald, from the Japanese Con- 
sulate in’ Chefoo, whence the two 
pilots were taken by the ship. 
‘The ‘plane plunged into the water 
on Monday, April 20, in the vicinity 
‘of the Hunan, On that day, the 
Tapanese cruiser squadron which had 
deen visiting Tsingtao left port on 
their way back to Japan. The 
‘plane, its believed, was sent out 
for observation and lost track of the 
squadron, subsequently running short 
of fuel, About 1.30 in the after. 
noon, the seaplane was sighted 
lreling about the Hunan. Eventual- 
fy, the ‘plane continued on her way 
north, but Inter in the day, just 
Before dark, she was again sighted 
circling. around above the vessel, 
Suddenly, she swooped down and 
Aropped “into the water, floating 
about a quarter of a mile off the 
bow of the Hunan. 

Language Ditteaities 

Capt. J. B. Bruce observed one 
of the pilots semaphoring wildly with 
his arms, s0 he immediately stopped 
he “ship and ordered the Second 
Officer, Mr, L. King, to lower 2 
‘boat snd proceed to the ‘plane and 
Aiscover what the pilots wanted, 
whether both were to come on board 
or just one, and whether or not the 
‘plane was’ to be taken on board. 
Capt. Bruce was prepared to stand 
by and signal the Japanese cruisers 
he had sighted early in the morning 
to come out and pick up the craft, 
but when Mr, King arrived alongside 
the "plane he discovered the pilots 
could speak neither English nor 
Chinese, He had the idea of taking 
fone of the aviutors on board to be 
interviewed by a Korean passenger 
who spoke Japanese, but both men 
climbed into his boat. 

‘Then occurred the firing. One of 
the men reached in the cockplt and 
pulled out a double-borrelied Verey 
pistol, Mr, King at first did not 
Fecognize the gun, nor did he realize 
the purpose of the pilot. Later he 
Aiscovered that the gun carried seven 
incendiary bullets with an intricate 
time fuse system that started a fire 
after fifteen minutes. The pilot 
fired twice Into the cockpit of the 
‘plane, and then waved toward the 
Hunan, ‘The boat went back to the 
ship, and the two pilots went on 
Doard, ‘The Captain then ordered 
the ‘plane to be raised on board the 
ship, and the Chief Officer, Mr. C. 
W. Rendall, promptly made arrange- 
ments to get the craft on deck, 
whilst Mr. King went back to do the 
towing. 


‘On the return trip, however, one 
of the sailors reported that smoke 
was coming out of the cockpit. 
When he got alongside again, Mr. 
King told a sailor to go on board 
and see what was wrong. 

sailor said that there was no fire 
fand it was assumed that perhaps 
the smoke came from the engine. A 
rope was atiached to the nose of the 
Seaplane and thes towing began. 
‘When almost back to the Hunan, the 
Captain shouted from the bridge 
that the ‘plane was on fire and gave 
the order to let the craft go. She 
‘was released and soon was ablaze all 
over. Later she capsized and be-

As neither of the aviators could 
speak English, they were interviewed 
by the Korean passenger, who inter~ 
preted to one of the crew, who in 
turn told the Captain the import of 
the pilots’ statements. Neither, 
however, vouchsafed any reason for 
the ineendiarism, simply thanking 
the captain for ‘saving ‘from 
the sea, which was beginning to get 
choppy’ in the impending _ rough 
weather, 

‘The following noo, “Tuesday, the 
Hunan arrived in  Chefoo. | Capt 
Bruce sent a message ahead to the 
Japanese Consulate, and when the 
‘hip berthed Mr. S. Yamada of: the 
Consulate ‘came ‘on board, thanked 
the Captain for the rescue, and took 
the men off. That same evening, 
the men went on board the ss. 
‘Shohel Maru, bound for Port Arthur 
via Dairen, The escape was a 
harrow one for the Japanese, for 
the afternoon was murky, the water 
becoming rough, and thelr ‘plane, 
being a frail one, would have been 
badly battered by the sea, It is 
thought likely they took note of the 
Hunan's position when they sighted 
her earlier in the day, so that they 
could return to her if they did not 
find thelr squadron before they ran 
out of fuel. 


Bye-Witness! Story 

‘A. possible explanation for the 
reason why two Japanese pilots fired 
their seaplane in the Yellow Sea 
‘when being rescued by the st. Hunan 
fon April 20 was offered by a pass- 
‘enger who salled for England-in the 
ss. Carthage on Tuesday, April 28, and 
‘as a resident of the northern port, 
‘was present when the Hunan brought 
the rescued aviators to port. 

‘The passenger said that one of the 
reasons why the pilots acted as they 
Gid_was that they did not cpeak a 
word of English, and therefore did 
hot know of the intentions of Captain 
Bruce. They could not know that 
the Hunan had equipment for hoist- 
ing the ‘plane on board the ship 
‘and taking it to Chefoo, and perhaps 
believed that if they left thelr ‘plane 
to drift, it would be damaged any- 
way, and would certainly be a 
‘menace to navigation. 

It is believed in some circles in 
Chefoo, accordingly, that the pilots 
thought out the matter carefully 
after thelr ‘plane dropped into the 
‘water from lack of fuel, and decided 
that wilful destruction was the best 
thing. ‘The passenger scouted the 
dea that the ‘plane was of some 
special und secret make, believing it 
to be an ordinary observation sea 
plane ‘attached to the Japanese 
frulser squadron that had been pay- 
{ng a visit to Tsingtao and was on 
its way back to Japan.

News of the death of | another 
prominent doctor, Dr. Cecil Bennett, 
Medical Superintendent and Secre- 
tary of the Shanghai General Hospi- 
tal, while on Home leave was re- 
ceived in Shanghai on Tuesday, April 
28. He had been in indifferent health 
for the past four years and died on 
‘Thursday in Chichester. England. He 
is survived by his wife, who is in 
England, 

‘Dr. Bennett was about 54 years of 
age and his untimely death will be 
rogretted by a host of friends he 
‘had made in Shanghai and other parts 
of China where he worked in earlier 
ays. Dr: Bennett, in his office, prac- 
tised much charliy, particularly in 
‘the northern district of Shanghal, and 
many a man and woman, who have 
been down on their luck, will re- 
imemiber kindnesses he performed on 
thelr bohalf. 

Dr. Bennett first came out ‘to the 
Far East in 1910 when he was con~ 
hnected with the Syndicate Mines in 
Hongkong. ‘The following year he 
served with the Plague Prevention 
Hospital in Chefoo. “In 1912 he suc 
ceeded Dr. Cox as Port Medical Of- 
ficer at Woosung, and at about this 
time he married the daughter of the 
ate Commander F, W. Davies of 
Woosung, 

He held the post of Port Medical 
Officer until 1926 with the exception

In one of the factories T was 
shown a small. room no more than 
a “cubby-hole.” as it were—which 
the boys themselves had built brick 
by brick in order to provide them- 
selves with a place where they might 
prepare their lessons for the night 
School which had been established 
near by. These boys work a mini- 
mum of ten hours from six o'clock 
in the morning onwards and in order 
fo prepare thelr lessons they must 
getup at 5 am. Educational ac- 
tivities, even of this limited character, 
must be discontinued during the 
Winter because there is no light in 
the early morning for them to read 
by. We were told that every single 
boy in that factory is altending night 
school at tho end of his ten or twelve 
hours of, work,-despite the fact that 
many of theri are so desperately 
Weary ‘that they fall asleep over 
their lessons. In this and many other 
factories I saw places where what 
should have been windows and ait 
passages had been. bricked up in 
order to provide space for yet an- 
other Toom or lathe. The atmos- 
phere in most of the work rooms 
was laden with dust or fumes be- 
cause the management were not pre 
pared to go-to. the expense of 
Providing an exhaust fan which 
‘would extract the noxious substances.

T know that this is not the whole 
story of Yangtszepoo, tie workshops 


such as these are in the majority. 
have not seen any of the larger 
tories under foreign control tut 1) 
understand that phases of employ- 
ment in some. ot these, especially 
those where the contract system 
prevails, are also unsatisfactory. 
Without further study of the question 
T should not presume to fix the 
responsibility for the shameful ex- 
ploitation of human labour which 1s 
going on here, but it does seem to 
me that residents of Shanghai ought 
not to allow such a state of things to| 
continue without trying to do some- 
thing, in however small a way. to 
alleviate the misery of the child 
workers whom I saw yesterday. To 
my mind the Municipal Council ought 
to do very much more than it is 
doing for the welfare of these people 
and if a choice has to be made be- 
tween a Municipal Orchestra and 
welfare work for these unfortunates. 
then the Orchestra should be allewed 
to go by the board. However, it is 
no use harping on that, for a decision 
has been taken in the contrary sense. 
It is still open to the community a 
large however, to tackle the prob- 
lem in a practical way. I do not wish 
to give the impression that the 
Counell is doing nothing at all.

"Tt 
should not be a. matter of mero 
charity or of going in for a bit of 
“swell slumming” The object should 
be to give a fighting chance to 
group of individuals who, through 
economic or other disabilities. are 
cut off from those amenities which we 
‘ourselves are able to enjoy in vary 
ing degrees of abundance, The type 
of leadership offered should be that 
Which secks not to put greatness into 
humanity but rather to draw forth 
the preatness which is already there. 
‘Secondly, the aim should be to get an 
increasing amount of co-operation 
from the Chinese community. The 
ultimate objective should be to use 
the projected centre for the develop 
ment of a technique of social service 
Which’ would be applicable to. any 
Part of the industrial sections of 
Shanghai whero conditions at all re~ 
semble those in ‘Yangtszepoo.

It’may have been possible for us 
to have lived irresponsibly in the 
midst of such conditions because wo 
have been ignorant of them, but 
ought not to be possible for us so to 
five, once they have been brought 
to light, 

‘With the Chinese Medical Associa~ 
tion, the Municipal Couneil Caccord- 
ing to Mr. Arnhold’s assurance to 
Mr. S, H. Peek at the Annual Rate- 
payers’ Meeting), the Committee on 
Social Issues sponsored by but by no 
means limited to Community Church, 
‘and with other organizations that do 
not at the moment come to mind 
Seriously concerned with this par- 
tieular situation, it ought to be pos- 
sible to convene a representative and 
fesponsible group to accept this 
challenge. 

‘We were greatly wrought up over 
the Massey report on conditions in 
the rickshaw industry within the 
Settlement. and something of real 
significance has been done. We need 
to become as greatly wrought up 
‘over the much more appalling con- 
ditions in connection with Shanghat 
factories until something equally 
significant has been done about that. 

Thave not yet met Mr. Timperley. but 
we have a number of mutual friends 
jn Peiping from whom T have -had 
Ietters informing me of the appre- 
ciation of that community for his 
philosophy and, responsible activity 
There. His letter is a promising 
début here in Shanghai. Tt may help 
if a number of us can assure him of 
‘our ‘interest and endorsement and 
desire to co-operate.

It is therefore no time In 
my estimation to talk of tnrowing 
men out of work. I know there are 
terrible social injustices that are ery- 
ing to heaven for redress and all in 
vain because of man's inhumanity 
jand greed. Of course the Orchestra 
can be dispensed with—but so can 
quite a lot of other things and people 
In Shanghai and to better advantage, 


Would wholesale dismissals, et 
really right matters? On the surface 
it is natural to assume they would, 
But what about the repercussions— 
the non-employment leading to crime, 
hunger, unhappiness? 

T quite agree, the Council ought 
to collaborate with the Chinese au- 
thorities in bettering social conditions 
in and around the Settlement. But 
the funds must not be obtained for 
this purpose out of the pockets of 
those who can least afford to ty 
without a living. 

‘Much ‘paring-down is _ urgently 
needed in Municipal expenditure but 
vafortunately so far only the small 
fellow has been hit. T have no grudge 
nor feeling against those who draw 
salaries much above what their abili- 
ties merit. but in time of stress sure- 
ly they should be compelled to make 
the first sacrifice, living as they do 
fon the fat of the’ land with much— 
too much—to spare. 

‘Again, “has Mr. ‘Timperly given 
‘thought 'to the possible reduction of 
‘expenses in that Municipal depart- 
ment which, if useful, remains to me, 
an anachronism, 1° refer to the 
Volunteer department. 


I pay complete respect to cach and 
every individual of the S.C, and 
to his public spiritedness but 1 can- 
not help saying that as a Corps his 
day of real usefulness is gone. Of

ship system, so called, and is appalled. 
He has given vent ‘to his concern. 
Mr, ‘Timperley uses the ugly term; 
slavery. ‘The Chinese Medical Asso- 
ciation publishes the second of a 
series of studies into the health of 
industrial workers, this time into the 
diet and health of young workers in 
the chromium plating and polishing 
trades, From the able pens of Dr. 
Bernard Read and Dr. 8, G. Ratem 
come a series of incisive and damning 
selentife statements. Bad as the 
diet of workers generally is found to 
be. that of the group of Inds in the 
chromium shops, unpaid apprentices, 

is worse than most. 

In ancient China, where the skills 
and secrets of handicraft could be 
obtained only by the long process of 
gradual learning at the hands of a 
master craftsman there may have 
been some excuse for the apprentice 
ship system, though it must always 
have been potentially an exploitation 
of young labour which lived in the 
master’s household and was at his 
bidding completely. In its modern 
expression it is unadultered exploita- 
tion. for the lads are engaged on 
Fepetitive processes requiring little 
Skill to acquire, they obtain no pro- 
gressive instruction, they emerge 
without specific atiainment except 
that of operation of a power press or 
similar mass production machine. Mr. 
‘Timperley says, that there is a traffic 











in boys whom a middleman supplies, 
to his profit, They are miserably 
housed: fed—how poorly Dr. Read has 
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‘ ahd 


shown: have no wages for at least 
three years and offen not even after 
that, During the course of the study 
‘of the health of: the boys in the 
plating trades, lists of those in the 
shops were kept, and a 15 per cent, 
turnover was found in the three 
months elapsing between the begin- 
ning and the end of the study. Can 
anything more specifically define the 
tragedy of the lives of these Inds, 
thus thrown on the waste heap? 


‘Mr. Timperley asks what is to be 
done. ‘There are at times startling 
‘moments of revelation concerning one 
phase or another of the life of this 
Shanghai: and one of these has seem- 
ed to come, Mr. Timperley looks 
for perhaps an extension of the night 
school opportunities of the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Council, provided these 
schools can indeed become by im- 
spired handling the places where boy 
life can be protected and glimpse 
some happiness. ‘They must of 
‘course become more than schools, or 
rather. schools in their highest genius 
of expression of concern for the 
whole life of the boy. He challenges 
men of conscience to become them- 
selves associated with the lads, per- 
haps by a small centre representing 
voluntary expression of concern. 
‘The Rotary Club has a Committee on 
Industrial’ questions.“ What more 
iting than that this Committee 
spopsor some movement for these 
under-privileged boys, If ever a "Big. 
Brother Movement” would prove 
itself worth while, it would seem to 
be here. Let a foreign and a Chinese 
man together call on a workshop 
owner and explain their motive: and 
adopt not one boy, but a_workshop 
full of boy workers, ‘The small 
pleasures that may  accrue—some- 
where to go on the fortnightly holi- 
day which in the absence of wages 
is not at present a very bright ine 
terlude: something to look forward 
to in the weary round of work: 
will be something: but far far more, 
there will be an unofficial check as 
to what happens to the boys. and a 
moral brake on complete heartless

‘And to the 
threat to use staple fibre in the place 
‘of wool, “Three months of staple- 
fibre and three months of doctor- 
wood ‘pulp is not wool” And of 
‘course ‘another reply is that discri- 
minatory duties will be enforced the 
World over against wood-pulp Abre 
which may be manufactured ony- 
where as against wool which must 
come from limited wool-growing dis 
triets, 

T would suggest, however, that this 
1s neither the right line of attack nor 
solution. The British Empire has many

$14,000 Claimed for Rent

Judgment was entered for plaintiffs 
by Judge Milton J. Helmick in the 
U.S. Court for China last Wednesday, 
when the National Commercial and 
Savings Bank of Hongkong, Ltd, 
sued Ladow's Tavern, Ine, Mary 
Ladow  Simmie and’ the "“Ladow 
Amusement Corporation for rent 
due. Plaintiffs were represented by 
Dr.*H. C. Mel, The claim was for 
$18,000, or, after the, deduction of a 
sumy raised through the auction of the 
premises, $14,049.84. 

Opening the case, Dr, Mei said that 
the defendant had not seen fit to 
fle an answer or any other plead- 
ings to the action, which was origi- 
nally filed on November 30, 1934, 
with a motion for the attachment 
of the premises. Later, there was 
‘an amended petition filed, as de- 
fendant had taken on a new name, 
the Ladow Amusement Corporation. 
Whether defendant was known ts 
the Ladow Tavern, or under the new 
name, it amounted to the same thing, 
and defendant was still responsible 
for the rent. 

In January, 1935, Mr. John Ladow, 
appearing as’ the Ladow Amusement 
Corporation, admitted judgment for 
the amount then claimed. Plaintifts 
took out a judgment summons, the 
premises were closed, and the con- 
tents of the place were sold. As a 
result of this execution, the sum of 
$4,063.03 was paid into court, and 
‘out of this the court ordered ‘$3,950 
to be pald to plaintiff. During’ all 
this time, Mrs, Simmie was not under 
the jurisdiction -of the U.S. Court 
for China, being in the United States, 
but some time last year she returned 
to China, There was no opportunity 
of serving the petition upon her until 
March of this year, when she was 
served with a copy’ of the amended

Traffic Case 

‘The question of whether more 
Parking facilities should be provided 
near the American Club was raised 
in the US. Court for China on Fri- 
day, when Mr. G. C. Friedgen ap- 
eared before Mr. W. T. Collins, U. 
S. Commissioner, charged with rank- 
ing his car during prohibited hours 
on Foochow Road. Defendant sub- 
mitted that if his car was parkéd in’ 
the place alleged, there could not be 
any cause for obstruction, as the 
frame between the hours of 1.20 and 
2 pam, during which the alleged 
Offence’ took place, was very scanty, 
He also submitted that the parking 
space in the vicinity of the American 
Club had been very seriously restrict- 
ed, and a great deal of the space 
was used by ricshaws. 

‘Mr. Collins said that members of 
the American Club used the club 
during the lunch hour, ond parked 
thelr cars near by. It did not seem 
to the court as if proper provision 
had been made for parking in this 
area, and the regulations distinctly 
stated that ‘no parking was allowed, 
Mr. Collins suggested that some 
special allowance should be made to 
meet the requirements of motorists 
wishing to park their cars near the 
American Club. 

Mr. Collins decided to hold the 
case in abeyance, and to make fur- 
ther enquiry into the’ matter. The 
case was held over for one week. 

For parking her car in a spot 
marked by black and white tiles, 
showing that parking was prohibited 
in that area, Mrs. F. Donaldson was 
dismissed with a caution, this béing 
the first offence recorded’ against de- 
fendant, Mr..W. F. Rave was also 
dismissed with a caution on a charge 
of unnecessarily sounding his 
horn, this being a first offence, 
while Mr. F. Robinson, who 
was charged with causing unneces- 
sary obstruction, ranking his car in

KIANGSU 3rd HIGH COURT 


Zimmerman Action Decision 


‘The Third Branch Kiangsu Hi 
Court, with Judge Kuo Teh-chang 
presiding, has issued its written judg- 
ment dismissing the appeal filed by 
Mr. Morris Zimmerman, of 10 Route 
Poitier, against the decision of Feb- 
ruary 3 of the Second Special Dis- 
trict Court's Civil Division. Among 
other things, the written judgment 
says: 

“he case between the appellant 
and the respondent relative to the 
right of management of property and 
the conjugal property regime was 
decided by the Second Special Dis- 
trict Court of Shanghai, Kiangsu, as 
Court of first instance and the appel- 
lant lodged appeal to the Court with- 
cut paying the court fee of the Court 
‘of second instance. It was ruled by 
the Presiding Judge that, unless pay- 
ment was made within 14 days, his 
appeal would be dismissed. ‘This 
ruling was duly served on April 4 
1936 and the time limit expired on 
18th of the same month, but no pay- 
ment has been made.

been dismissed by this Court, Ac-

‘Yang Ven-tao, Zung Yun-sen and 
Yih Hai-sen, all’ Cantonese, suspected 
of being concerned in the shooting, 
on November 9 last year, on Dar- 
roch Road, of Japanese Warrant Of- 
ficer H. Nakayama, appeared again 
before ‘the First "Special District 
‘Court on Monday, April 27, but, by 








‘order of the Judge, the hearing was 
again conducted in camera. Tt was 
understood that an adjournment was 
ordered at the conclusion of the heat~ 
ing. 

Tt was originally proposed to con- 
duct that day's hearing by a court 
composed of three Judges, namely, 
Judges Tsien Hung-yih, Hsiao Hsieh: 
feng, and Feng Shih-teh, but it was 
Jearned that only Judge Hsiao sat 
that day and that the suspects 
were held under writs of detention 
issued by the tribunal, 

Mr. Robert T. Bryan, jr. the Munt- 
efpal Advocate, and Mr, Paul Y. Ru, 
hhis assistant, appeared for the ‘SM. 
Police while two Chinese lawyers 
‘appeared for. the suspects. 

‘The court-room, in which the hear- 
ing was held, was heavily guarded 
by judielal police and, except officials 
directly connected with the case, all 
persons and the press were ordered 
to leave the room before the case 
staited. When the court retired, the 
three prisoners were hustled Into a 
police. motor van and driven away, 
each of them being held by’ two 
policemen, 

The Shanghai Municipal Police 
maintained silence about the in- 
‘vestigatin that day. It is. be- 
lieved, however, that work still 
centres about the 32-calibre Baretla 
pistol with which the Japanese 
marine was killed. ‘The actual mur- 
derer, it Is understood, is still at 
large. 





‘Two Suspects Charged 

‘Two of the three suspects wer 
charged on Friday. ‘The accused were 
‘Yang Ven-tao and Yih Hal-sen, the 
latter being nicknamed “Little Can- 
tonese." ‘The third suspect, Zung 
‘Yoong-sen, is not to be charged, the 
police said. After a hearing. which 
Tasted three hours, it was adjourned 
till next Wednesday. ‘The ban on 
reporting the case was lifted that day, 

According to the prosecution, 
the shot which killed the Japanese 
marine was fired by Yang, while the 
jsecond accused assisted in the com- 
mission of the crime, The police 
‘searched Yang's home and found a 
foreign book, the middle part of 





which had been removed in order to 





conceal the “P.B.” pistol which was 
used to kill the Japanese. Yang, how- 
ever, stated at the police station that, 
although he had a pistol, it was not 
a “PB.” weapon, but ‘a “Demon” 
Pistol, and that the book was used to 
conceal the “Demon” pistol. When 
the “Demon” pistol was put into the 
book, it did ‘not At. 

‘Admission of his part in the crime 
‘was made by Yih Hai-sen, who told 
the Judge that, .on November 7, 
‘Yang wrote him’a letter, asking him 
to meet him at his home, but he did 
not go. On the evening’ of Novem- 
ber 9, he met Yang outside the Moon 
Palace Cabaret, North Szechuen Road, 
near Jukong Toad, where Yang told 
hhim that he wanted to kill a Japan- 
ese, but did not mention whom, or 
‘why he wished to commit the crime, 
‘This was about 7 pm. and a Korean 
named “Jack” accompanied Yang at 
that time. 

‘He, Yang, and the Korean went 
along North Szechuen Road, ‘and, 
when they reached Darroch | Road, 
he saw a Japanese marine, Yang 
opened a book he carried, produced 
pistol, and fired a shot. ‘They then 
escaped in different directions. 

‘Shown the book which had been 
produced in Court by the police, Yih 
Said it was the one Yang carried. 

‘Yang made an emphatic denial to 
the charge, saying that he was falsely 
implicated’ by the other accused and 
he did not know anything about the 
shooting. ‘The book the police found 
fat his home was not his, He also 
denied having written a letter to the 
accused and said he had never been 
to the Moon Palace Cabaret, and 
hhe did not know the Korean’ men- 
tioned. Ag a matter of fact, on 
‘November 9 he was in an Urga Road 
house from 3 p.m. to about 11 pm. 
and he had two witnesses to prove 
it, 











Pistol for Loan

MOVE TO ABOLISH PEER’S 
RIGHT TO SPECIAL TRIAL 


London, Apr, 29, 

The second reading of the Bill 
moved by Viscount Sankey for the 
abolition of a Poer's right to be tried 
by his Peers, was passed by 62 votes 
to 35 in the House of Lords yesterday 
evening. 

‘The Lord Chancellor, Viscount 
Hailsham, explaining that he could 
not, in the crowded state of business, 
promise that the Government would 
find time for its passage into law, 
urged Government supporters to vote 
for the measure, “We are all equal 
before the law," he declared, “and.

Viscount Sankey pointed out that, 
if a Lord stole a silver matchbox 
worth §0/-, it would be a felony for 
which he Would be liable to be tried 
by 700 Lords, while, if he had any 
connection with companies and swind- 
Jed the public of hundreds. of 
thousands of pounds, it would ‘be a 
misdemeanour for which he would be 
tried by a eriminal court. 

Lord Middleton, opposing the Bil, 
suggested that a panel of Peers should 
try a Peer. He maintained that the 
public was too interested in football 
‘and film stars to care whether this 
form of trial was abolished,

An Impression of Herr Miller 
“My conversation with Dr. Goeb- 
els, the Reichs Propaganda. Minis- 
ter,’ gave me many practical ideas 
from the man, whose methods of 
appealing to the popular mind are 
masterly achievements. But | my 
real Insight into the reason for the 
phenomenal rise of the new Ger- 
‘many came from my conversation, 
brief though it was, with Chancellor 
‘Adolt Hitler himself, His book and 
Rewspapers have lead many people 
him’ as the traditional 
fern, grave, _unbending. 
What I found was an intensely 
human man—alert of mien, receptive 
in mind, with a quick ‘sense of 
humour, ‘keenly appreciative. Hitler 
seemed’ to me a man of immense 
vital energy reserves, a highly mag- 
netic personality, a’ elvilian leader 
Of his people, who is anything but 
the brutal ‘military dictator of 
popular conception. In a word he 
impressed me as one who had clim- 
bed to the highest pinnacle of power 
bbut had nevertheless remained in 
the fullest and noblest sense a ‘man 
‘of the people."

PRISON REFORM IN GREAT 
BRITAIN 


London, Apr. 21. 

‘The remarkable developments in 
prison reform during the last quar- 
{er of a century are reviewed in the 
annual report of the Prison Com- 
missioners, 

Some of the outstanding facts are 
that, during this period, committals 
for drunkenness fell from $4,482 in 
1910 to 6838 in 1934, Local prisons 
were reduced from 56 to 26 at the 
Present time. Annual receptions in 
Prison fell from 186,395 to $0,425 
‘and the dally average population 
from 20826 to 12,238, 

‘Various prisons ‘were classified for 
different types of prisoners. Special 
ftiention was devoted to young 
prisoners and the number of recep: 
tlons on conviction of lads sentenced 
to imprisonment, excluding Borstal 
detention, fell from 9,891 to 1,605 in 
1904 

‘Many changes in treatment include 
abolition of separate confinement, 
Introduction of lectures and concerts, 
Issue of a weekly news sheet, estab- 
lishment of adult education, i 
provement of prison libraries, the 
Uisappearance of the broad arrow 
from prison clothing, and the intro- 
duction of physical ‘training. 

‘The commissioners state that, as 
fa result of these reforms, discipline 
has improved and on thelr release 
prisoners return to the world less 
embittered and less at war with so- 
clety than previously. — Wireless

An agree- 
ment was concluded with the two| 
rallway systems by which they would 
carry out a large programme o 
deferred maintenance worl: on their 
rights of ‘way. ‘This will employ 
about 10,000 men who would not 
otherwise have been taken on this 
year. Further the Government has 
authorized the expenditure of about 
'$100,000,000 on public works pro- 
gramme which will co.t’nue many 
of the projects begun under the Con~ 
forvative regime. 





Public Transport Supervision 
Setting aside for the ‘ume bein 
the railway problem which he has 
0 much at heart, Sir Edward Beatty 
pointed out in ‘an address to the 
Toronto Board of Trade that he be- 
Heved in a closer supervision by: the 
Government of water and highway 
transportation in Canada, He sald 
that he felt confident that eventually 
the people of Canada would deal 
wisely with the duplication of rail- 
way services, even though mbves in 
that direction were painfully slow. 

Inthe early days of Canadian trans~ 
portation it was seen that water 
transportation would, of necessity, be 
a dominant factor between the head 
fof the Great Lakes and the St. 
Lawrence River. ‘This has been 
proven by the fact that tn the past 
Yen. years over $2 per cent, of the 
grain moving eastward from ihe head 
Of the Lakes has come hy water at 
Teast part of the way. At first the 
prinelple was adopted that the users 
of these great public utilities, and 
not the people of the country at 
large, should pay for them. 

But in 1904 all canal tolls in the 
country were abolished, with the 
Ferult that both domestic and foreign 
‘commerce have free accoss to one of 
the finest inland waterways systems 
in the world. Sir Edward expressed 
his complete confidence that the Sudg- 
ment of many shippers would be 
favourable to the re-establishment of 
fair canal tolls accompanied by rea- 
sonable regulation of Fates such as 
Is applied to railways. And he felt 
that there should be a loophole for 
the products of the farmer if in- 
vestigation showed that they deserved 
special consideration 

‘Turning to the vexed question of 
the regulation of highway transporta- 
tion Sir Edward said that his own 
attitude had been grossly misrepre- 
sented on a number of occasions. He 
did not believe in 
transportation monopoly for the ral 
ways, but he did feel ‘hat a proper 
sense of balance should be maintain- 
ed between rail and road. 


Regulation of Public Carriers 

‘The fact that the raitways were 
‘compelled to” maintain expensi 
righis of way, and pay heavy taxes 
hereon, whereas many of the truck- 
ing companies were operating on 
such a narrow margin that they were 
unable to pay thelr emeloyees living 
wages was brought ot forcibly. 
‘There have been Aumerous instances: 
of gross neglect of truck-drivers by 
thelr employers brought fo light in 
the past few years, and the roads 
have not been made any safer for 
passenger cars as a result. Regula- 
tion of the companies who engage 
Im business as public carriers would 
‘enable those in business {0 contributy 
a fairer share of the expenses of 
highway maintenance. 

Further, Sir Edward showed that 
while there were plenty of people

fare displacing the railways, there is 
‘always serious opposition when the 
railways attempt to adjust them- 
selves to existing conditions by clos- 
Ing. some branch line. Such an 
‘attitude is hardly consistent, and 
shows @ distinet lack of appreciation 
of the parts that both railway and 
highway can play if given fair 
chances.

FRIENDS OF CHINA 
IN LONDON 


Better Understanding by 
West Urged 


London, Apr. 30. 

Recent events in China are bound 
to have a profound effect on tre 
world. said Lord Strabolgi, speaking 
yesterday at a luncheon of the Society 
‘of Friends of the Chinese People, in 
the course of which several speakers 
urged the necessity of a better under- 
standing of China by western nations. 

“If there had been a better under- 
standing of the Chinase people when 
they were invaded by Japan.” Lord 
Strabolg! added, “there would have 
been as great an outburst of fecling 
fy Britain as there was against the 
Hoare-Laval East African peace 
plan.” 

‘Mr, S, Le Hslung. Chinese play- 
wright, Whose modern adaptation of 
“Lady’ Precious Stream”. is well 
‘known. was smong those who addres- 
sed the gathering. 

China, he sald. has long been mis- 
understood by western people. “We 
can expect help from friendly nations.

DAWN OF SHANGHAI 


‘The thump of the piledriver on 
the Bund secking in the yielding 
Yangize mud the basis ol security 
for the skyscraper which is to 
follow represents Shanghai's con- 
tribution to architecture, Few 
cities in the world can claim with 
Shanghai the distinction of being 
practically afloat but this is what 
the Bund and the massive buildings 
in the vicinity virtually are since 
this form of construction was in- 
troduced and so highly developed 
until there appear to be few limita- 
tions to what-can be done, But 
the self-same piledriver not only. 
stirs the Yangtze mud and finds a 
compact base for the weight to be 
subsequently placed on it but it 
also penetrates the historical strata 
of the growth of Shanghai and stirs 
up memories of the building of its 
houses, offices and roads in the early 
days when most people, lacking the 
prophetic foresight of H. G. Wells 
‘who writes of things to come from 
the comprehensive perspective of 
the year 2050, never thought that 
the settlement would ever become 
more than a trading station with a 
few jetties for boats. Stil, they 
had to live and work and they 
developed what they considered 10 
be adequate living and communal 
facilities with a minimum of fuss 
and expense and a maximum of 
utility and profit. Therefore, while 
the newcomer may stand on the 
Bund and gaze upwards to the 
skyscrapers in all thelr concrete 
glory, he may pause and wonder 
at the picture in contrast and 
modify some of the strictures 
passed on earlier builders who 
confused roads with footpaths, 
never knew of scientific town 
planning, and created such a con- 
fusion that decades of municipal 


























administrations have . devoted a 
considerable pot of thelr 
endeavours to straightening out 


things. 


No subject has caused more com- 
ment than the road question and 
never a year passes without the 
expression of a great deal of com- 
munal “indignation at their nar= 
rowness and crookedness and the 
necessity for spending untold 
millions into getting them into 
shape. If a municipal indignation 
meeting could be held to invoke 
‘eternal wratl. on the author of the 
Settlement’s greatest annoyance it 
‘would be in connection with the 
roads. This can be traced back to 
the first meeting of the Committee 
of Roads and Jetties, which was the 
forerunner of the present Municipal 
Council, shortly after the opening 
of the Settlement in 1943, and the 
scene can be pictured something 
ke this: 

‘The Chairman: Gentlemen. One 
of most urgent tasks in making this 
settlement habitable and enable us 
to carry on our different pursuits 
is to plan a system of broad, well 
paved roads, and T therefore pro- 
pose that we immediately take this 
matter in hand and engage Chinese 
coolies to work on them, 

A Member: What! Waste money 
on roads with the small working 
budget we have, Nonsense, We 
need nothing more than a few foot- 
paths wide enough for two chests 
of tea to pass. 1 oppose the resolu= 
tion, (applause.) 

‘This may be a modern journolistic 
report of the meeting but it varies 
little from the version of one of the 
early residents who wrote:

Nanking Road followed a course of 
irrigation creeks, 

And so in spite of Mr. McDonald, 
‘Shanghai's earliest opponent of a 
progressive and —_broadminded 
‘municipal policy, roads were built. 
Some of the earliest roads were the 
Consulate Road, now Peking Road 
as the British Consulate had already 
been laid out at that corner; Pari 
Lane, now Nanking Road; ‘Kirk's 
‘Avenue, now Ningpo Road; Rope- 
walk Road, now Kiukiang Road; 
and Foochow Road, one of the few 
existing roads to retain its original 
name, On the west the Settlement 
‘was bounded by Barrier Road, now 
known as Honan Road, Thus the 
dawn of Settlement life broke over 
the muddy swamp which was kept 
from being flooded by raised tow~ 
ing paths along Soochow Creek and 
the WHangpoo. It only needed the 
architect and builder to appear to 
erect suilable buildings according 
to the pretentious or simple tastes 
of the settlers, as the case may be, 
and incidentally start the floutish~ 
ing building industry typified by 
the architectural giants on the Bund 
to-day. 7 





‘Tae first residents lived in rented 
quarters in the Chinese eity but 
this could not last very long. 
‘Strange to say, builders appeared 
before the architects. ‘The first 
houses were designed on ideas 
stolen from Canton where earlier 
settlers had created thelr own type 
of arehiteclure which they con~ 
sidered suitable to climatic and 
‘other conditions, ‘The old factories 
in Canton and buildings in Macao 
furnished the designs on which the 
‘rst foreign buildings in Shanghai 
were erected. Local Chinese work 
men were employed to put up the 
first houses which were what the 
contemporary writer describes as 
“run up rather than built” 
‘Specifications of the original houses 
were supposed to inelude, primarily, 
fa wide verandah with round brick 
pillars on at least three sides of 
the building, and as land was 
ridisulously ‘cheap these houses 
stood in large compounds which 
were planted with trees, mostly 
willows, In some cases, in order 
to sdd\ that touch of '‘distinetion

‘This jera, obviously, could not 
continue indefinitely. 'G: ades and 
ranks of opulence and importance 
in the firms trading in Shanghai 
had to be considered. “Face” was 
‘more important then than it is now. 
Messrs, Jardine, Matheson and Co., 
who obtained Lot. 1 in the new 
Settlement, embarked on a more 
pretentious house, maintaining the 
tradition of grand living and 
hospitality which earned them the 
name of the “Princely House of 
Ewo." This was south of tho 
Consular site and was also built 
from designs sent from the south 
bul on more grandiose tines than 
‘other houses. Dent and Company, 
now a mercantile memory, built 
their house on the old tradition with.

Impossible as it may seem, the

decided to teach him a lesson and so 
‘bring “down his pride. He secretly 
informed the old scholar the sub: 
Jeet of the next competition “and 
being fully prepared he was the frst 
to hand in his essay, though even 
then he was only Just ahead of the 
brilliant Chou. The Emperor. then 
solemnly announced the. name of 
the victor and congratulated him 
heartily on: his success, ‘The old 
scholar could not conceal his satis 
faction in taking a rise out of his 
‘young rival and wrote two poems on 
the subject in which he sald:

The tragedy of Nijinsky has 
already been told by his wife, Here 
itis viewed from what might quite 
fairly be termed an even more 
intimate relationship. Nijinsky did 
hot get married until 1913, From 
{OM-16 he was a prisoner of war in 
‘Autcla-Hungary and in 1917 the 
‘st signs of his mental illness began 
to show thomsclves. From 1919 
‘onwards he has been in a sanatorium. 
‘Anatole Bourman entered. the Im. 
ferial Russian’ Ballet School in 
‘August 1900 at the same time as 
Vasiaw Nijinsky and during all the 
years that Nijinsky was learning his 
drt and laler conquering the world 
in Europe and America, | Bourman 
was his close companion. ‘The story 
has been told by Bourman to his 
collaborator, Mrs. Lyman. Tt is 
here presented In’ the form which a 
‘competent reporter, highly charged 
with sympathy for her subject, 
might be expected to give it. It is 
remarkable Indesd that in the pro- 
ese Bourman's own mental attitude 
lowards Nijinsky has, Teen 50 
scrupulously preserved. ‘This coraes 
‘out most clearly in the account of 
the days when Nijinsky and Bour- 
‘man were mere children together in 
the Imperial Ballet School. For, 
what would appear to be the high 
splits of youthfulness assume a note 
‘of tragedy which in anyone else 
Crould ‘be, merely. ridiculous, Tt ts 
obvious that Nijinsky was subjected 
to what English public schoolboys 
would call ragging, first because he 
Was a Pole and nover lost his Polish 
accent, and secondly because he was 
jincomparably the best performer 
of the young pupils so carefully 
felecled” for’ the Imperial Ballet. 
‘At the same time a reservation must 
be made. Children are naturally 
cruel” (that is the fundamental 
reason why the League of Nations is 
sucha. difficult organization to 
establish) and so the ordinary tricks 
‘and occasional. demonstrations of 
‘straselsm which are vented on an 
individualist In that youthful com- 
pany do not convey any surprise. 
Tt happily is not always a childish 
hhabit to be systematically jealous of 
fone who stands out in talent from 
the ‘rest. . Nevertheless, that was 
undoubtly Nijinsky's fale for a con- 
siderable portion of his school career. 
Tt must "be sald that he came 
through the experience extraordinar- 
ily well.
